Prosperous Condition of the State University
—New Professora Flected.
Bpecial to the Indiananolis Joornai.
BrooyMixgTuN, Nov, 20.—The board of trus-
tees of Jndiana University bave closed their
term meeting. The condition of the uaniversity
was found to be exceptionally prosperous under
the admigistration of Dr. Jordan, the attend-
unee being the largest in the history cf the in-
stitution. Forty-three thousand three hundred
and fifty dollars was sppropriated to meet the
current expense of the year, of which £30,000
goes for professors’ salaries. The resignation of
Prof. A. B. Philpot, of the chair of Latin and

Greek, was accepted with regret, and Franklin
F. Gunon was elected to the vacaney. Prof.
Amzi Atwater was elected vice-president of
the university. Dr. Douglass B. Campbeil is to
take charge of the botanical department, and
Dr. Charles H. Gilbert, who for three years has
occapied a chair in the Cincinnati University,
was elocted and bas promised to aceept the
shas ir of zoology, his work to begin Aug. 1, 1889,
A rule was adopted by the faculty that in the
future all members of the senior ciass should
take part in commencement exercises for which
two daysis to be devoted and more if neces-
my.

The Trial of Mrs. Mary Doran.
#pecial to the Indlanapolis Joaroas

CorLuMBus, Nov. 20.—The trial of Mrs. Mary
Doran for the murder of her husband began in
tne Circuit Court here this morning. The pris-
ener made her appearance neatly dressed and
wearing a pleasant countenance. Her
incarceration appears to have benefited her
physical as well as mental health. The
greater part of the morning was ocsupied in im-
vaneling a jury, after which the prosecution

and defense made their statements. In his talk
to the jury, W. S. Swengle, the attorney for
Mrs. Doran, stated tbat the line of defense of
the indicted woman would be that she was in-
sane, and that there would be witnesses to
prove that she purebased a large
guantity of landanum, which she took after per-
formiog the deed for the purpose of committing
suicide. There were present from Indianapolis
police officers John Lowe, Benjamin F. Thorn-
ton. John Hostetter and James . Quigley, all of
whom testified that the woman bhad
acted as though she was of un-
sound mind, and they recited a number
of instances in which she behaved very strangely
on the streets at Indianapolis. At the counclu-
sion of the testimony Prof. A. W. Brayton, the
Indianapolis chemist, who analyzed the stomaeh
and lungs of the murdered man, was called to
the witness-stand. His testimony was in snb-
stancs the eame as has already besn
published in the Journal. He stated
that the  victim came to his death
by congestion of the lungs, which was caused
by an inhalation of carbolie acid. Two Indian-
spolis people, Mrs. Juda Birch and Dr E. J.
Brennan, who had been subponaed as witness-
es, failed to putin an appearance and attach-
ments were issued for them. A number of wit-
nesses have yet to be examined for the prosecu-
tion.

seen on the dead man's face and head. When
found yesterday the man and horse were dead,
the other horss standing hitched to the wazon,
on the bridge.

Some
of thess had strayed away as far as Kansas 1nd
Nebraska, but they all returned in time toldo
their best for their party on the glorious Gth of
November. The sinews of political warfare
were pot absent. There was a good deal of
sinew, and 1t exerfed itself mightily. Had it
been put into active operaticn a few days earlier
and tbe Republicans had time to reach the back
Eou“i“' we would have beon beaten out of our
cots.”

MR. FRY'S WOOING,

How ths Millionaire Manifested His Fondness
for the Widow Hibbard.

—

Pirrssunag, Nov, 20.—The attendance at the
gecond day'sa proceedines of the Hibbard-Try
breach of promize at Beaver, Pa, was larger
than yesterday. Ladies were in the majority
in the frout benches, and sea!s were at a prem-
inm. The first witness was Kate Hibbard, the
seventeen-year-old daughter of the plaintiff.
She waa dressed in & short black dress a neat
black jacket and broad-brimmed Gainsborough
bat. She Las a broad, heavy face, with small,
keen, dark eyes. She was examined by Mr.
Cunningham for the prosecution, and was cross-
examined Ly Mr., Harrah. Mrs. Hibbard
watched her daughter with a Roman matron
east of countenance, while Mr. Fry watched her
with a mixture of curiosity and surprise. She
testified as to the distance from bher place of
residence to that of Mr. Fry, the defendant.

She said he was accustomed to pazs her home
every day. He called upon her mamma
eariy in the fall of 18586, Mr. Fry
ealled, went up etairs, and remained until after
10 o'clock. He camsa to the tront door and her
mamma met him there and took him up stairs,
where they piayed checkers. Ho came off and
on for about a year and a half. If he was at
home he came once a weealk. Sometimes mamma
would be looking for him, and then would meet
him at the door. He came at sucn times about
7:20 . A, and left about 11 o'clock. One even-
ing she was passing through the back parlor and
observed him holding her mamma’s hand.
When he saw her, hs dropped it. Mamma
looked at her and smniled.

Upon cross-examination she said her mother
did not wear a wig when Mr., }Fry called, but
wore false bangs. Reference by the witness to
a sweeot look led to a demand from Mr. Harrah,
counsel for the defendant, for a demonstration
of such a Jook. Miss Kate said she could not
illustrate such & look, but said Mr. I'ry doubt-
lezs conld.

Mr. Crosby, chief clerk of the Hotel Anderson,
in Pitteburz was next called. 1le said that he
did not know the whereabouts of the first part
of the register book for November, although he
hud searched forit. Several parties had called
to gee it, ineludine Mr. Dongherty and the
plaintiff. A book was produced which, the wit-
ness gaid, was supposed to bs an exact ecopy of
the lost one. Georgo I. Reed, & newspaper re-
porter, testifled that he called at the Hotel An-
derson the aay following the enteving of the
suit and saw the signature of William IH. Fry
and wife,. He was not familiar with Mr. Fry's
writing, however., Tho Jatter part of the testi-
mony was ruled ont. A large vumber of other
witnegses were exnmined duering the morning,
but their testimony was unimportant,

In the afterncon, Mre. Liouisa Rosenmeyer
tock the stand, and testified that she had pever
seen Mr. I'ry at Mra. Hibbard's place. She did
not remember writinz a statement of what she
was willing to swear to at the trial. A paper
was shown her which she admitted she had
written at Mrs. Hibbard's hounse. She had
heard of the suit, before the paper was prepared,
at Mrs. Hibbard's rooms. 1 wrote what she had
told me to write. Mrs. Rosenmeyer, after ac-
Enowledging that she had written a statement
of what she was willing to swear to, continued
as follows: “‘Mrs. Hibbard suggested tne mat-
ter in the paver, and I wrote the words. Mrs.
Hibbard told me what time Mr. Fry came, and
what time he went away. [ had little ehance to
sea what went on in Mra. Iibbard's room, owing
to the location of my rooms.”

Mr. Cunpingbam here claimed the counsel for
the plaintiff had been misled by tl.e witness, and
requested permission to read the writing of
Mrs. Rosenweyer. There was a protest against
this, but the judge admitted it, but not as testi-
mony agaicst the defendant. It read as follows:

*I saw Mr. I'ry call on Mrs. Hibbard for up-
wards of a year and a balf. His overcoa: was
frequently in the hall. It was a grey one. AMr.
Frye never left unul 10:30 o'clock.”

Several witnesses were then examined, whose
testimony was coroberative recarding Mr. I'ry's
visits to the house of the plaintif. Harriet
Knapper, an employe in Mrs. Hibbard's mallin-
ery store, saild she had seen defendant at the
plaioufl’s six times—four times in the parlor,
and each time he had his bat and coat offi. The
first time he cawe into the store he made a
;miing bow and sbook hands with Alrs. Hib-

ar

Annie Rodeers, of Rochester, testified that she
came up to Pittsburg on the same train witn
Deacon Fry and DMrs. Ilibbard, on the dite
the alleged marriage was to bave taken place.
They occupied separate seats, but when the
train arrived in the city Mr, I'ry took Mrs. Hib-
bard’s eatchel and they left the depot together.
In a converssation on the train Mr. Fry told the
witness he was goiug East that evening.

Wm. Smath, a brother of JMrs. Hibbard, tes-
tified to being at ihe station when his sister took

her departure for Pittsbarg om Nov. 2 She
told him she was going to get married. The
defondant was at the station also. le was

dressad betrer than usual, and sesmed smiling
and bappy. The witness thought it was unusual

that he should be so pleasart. Once
before, when Mr. I'ry had wet the plaint-
if on the street, the witnoss said he

had seen him look as hie did then. On the oceca-
sicn referred to Mr. Fry made a very profound
bow. The witness was then given a plug hat
and illustrated his meaning of & profound bow,
much to the merriment of the audience.

Jacob llistner, eonductor on the Fort Wayne
ratlroad, then took the s:and. lle said he had
seen the plaintilt sitting with the defendant
twice on Lis train. He had never seen him sit-
ting with any other Rochester widow on the
cars that be knew of.

Upon being reealled Mre. Hibbard, the plaint-
iff, described her baggaee, which, she said, con-
sisted of a good-sized satchel and a shaw). “Mr.
Pr{l broke my satehel tryiog to lock it,™she
said.

The court then adjourned until to-morrow.
There is an impression that the Fry case will
run all the rest of the week, The delense will
coneist largely of evidence showing that Mrs,
Hibbard asked Mr. Fry to eall upon heron a
matter of business, and that tha subsequent re-
lations of the parties were of a nature growing
out of this request,

Pirrspvre, Nov. 20.—The convention of
boller inspectors to form a national organization
met here this morpning, delegates from nearly
every State in the country being present
Mayor McCallin, of this eity, welcomed the dole-
gates in a brief address, in which ha tendered
them the freedom of the ecity. Capt. William
McClellan, of St. Lionis, then made an address
outlining the object of the proposed association.
He said that the principal objects were to adopt
a uniform system of boiler inspection and to
prevant the employment of incompetent en-
gineers.

A permanent organization was then effected
and the following officers elected: President,
Wm. MeClellan, St Louis: vice-presidents, W.
A. Powers, Brookiyn; J. H. Standevan, Omaha;
J. H. Luforge, Waterbury, Coan.; E. D. Bate-
man, Cincinnati, and John Overn, Philadelphia;
secretary, Washingtou Guthrie, Chicago; treas-
urer, William Mnllen, New York. President
MeClellan stated that doring ten years, from
1870 to 1880, there ware 2.270 boiler explosions,
in which 4.0806 persons had been killed and 4,710
injored. The question of admitting engineers
to membership eansed a lively discussion, and it
was finally decided to restrict the membership
to boiler inspectors.

A Muarder Brought to Light by a Dog.

LIGHT-WEIGHT LOAVES.
———
Bakers' Impositions on the Public—~Unrea-
sonable Profits.
Philadelphia Presa.

American consumers are foriunate in having
pure flour. It is rarely adulterated in this couu-
try and it is cheap; but Americans have the
dearest bread in the world, in many places the
worst, and 1n al! bread of light weight, While
bread in London is from 1 to 2 cents a pound,
and in Franco salls at from 2 to 4 cents, 10
Philadelphia 1t seils at 5 cents in a majority of
cases, at 4 in a very few, and as high as7or 8
in many.

What makes tho matter worss, as we prove
elsewhere 1n the first examination of the kind
ever conducted here, this bread is nearly always
of short weight. Of the 125 bakers whose loaves
were bought, but a few weighed sixteen ouncea.
A barrel of flonr, honestly mixed and kneaded,
will furnish 250 jpound-loaves baked. I'be loss
in the oven is not over an ounce and & half to a
pound, and a barrel of flenr will make 254
vounds of dough, so that there issome margin
for all the lo=s eaused by baking.

As a barrel of flour costs from $06 to 87 deliv-
ered, a little of the best more and most of the
averages less than this when bought in quanti.
ties by a baker, the profit on #12.50 received for
250 loaves at 5 cents apiece, $1J on G-cent loaves
or £17.50 on T-cent, should te large enough to
give full weight. \When the bread is two onnces
short, however, thirty-five more loaves can be
made, an addition of §1.75 to the receipts at 5
ceots apiece. If the loaf weighs only twelve
ounces eighty more loaves can be sold. and the
barrel yields 333 loaves, or at 5 cents $16.65, two
and one-balf times its original cost.

This light weight comes out of the poor, who
have no option but to buy bread, being, for the
most part, unable to make it, and their pur-
chases are less protected by law in Philadelphia
than in asy European city. In London the
bread must be weiched in the presence of the
customer, and in the restof the Urited Kine-
dom and in France the dealer is reauired to
weigh oread when asked and ia severely fined
for short-weight loves discovered by the inspect-
or. This is plainly needed here.

The Expression Started by Batlery A of the
Louisviile Leglon.

During the recent presicential campaign &
preat deal of talent in the invention of siang
phrases was displayed by the partisans of the
different candidates, and a number of those
already in use were adopted and sccentuated
according to circumsiances. As usual, the
newspaper writers have been given the history
of as many of these expressions as possible, and
have in many cases probably been correct; but
there is one, used by tbe Desmocrats perbaps
more than the Republicans, which bas never
yeot been assigned its proper origin. That phrase
is “*‘What's the matter with Cleveland!” and its
avswer, “[e's all right.” Of course the sub-
stitution of any namse for Cleveland—and sceh
eubstitution is now pecessary—can be made,
thus rendering it available for any occasion.
This, the most povular nad vpiversal of ali the
slang, did not have its origin during the came
paign, but owes its birth to Dattery A, of the
Lougisville Legion, of thiscity.
